cles, 

Daniel J. Tobin, of Indianapolis, was 
re-elected treasurer and Frank Mor- 
rison of Washington was re-elected 
secretary. Jacob Fischer, of Indian- 
apolis and Matthew Woll, of Chicago. 
were re-elected seventh and eighth 
vice-presidents respectively. 

No Corruption or Greed 

This sweeping victory, Mr. Gomp- 
ers said last night, at the clcse of the 
fedemation's forty-first annual con- 
vention demonstrated that the trade 
union movement “will not submit to} 
dictation from the forces of corrupion 
cor greed. Neither the Heaersts nor the 
Garys can chart our course or select 
our leaders. 

The Gompers’ forces rnade a clean 
sweep from the beginning, when the 
jJabor chief was returned to the presi- 
ney for the fortieth time by over- 
yheiming John iL. Lewis, president of 
he United (Mine Workers, by a vote 
of 26,022 to 12,324. 

The vote was taken amid wild en- 
thusiasm, rivaliirg that of the nation- 
al political conventions in the United 
States. The galleries were packed 
with spectators, The convertion fioor 
was overflowing with delegates and 
their friends. Cheers and applause 
swept the auditorium at every vote. 

Mr. Gompers’ Reply 

When the victory was announced. 
Mr. Gompers, who is now 71 years old, 
could scarcely controi his emotions. 
and was on the verge of tears when 
he took his place on the rostrum to 
thank the delegates for their support 
und confidence. 

Lewis, the defeated candidate, in a 
\ stirring address from the rear of the 
hall, declared that he accepted the 
verdict of the convention without “the 
slightest tinge of enmity.” ’ 

lle declared that he had used no 
dishonorable methods in his efforts to 
realize his aspirations for the presi- 
uency. 

“[ have not been the candidate of| 
Willism Randolph Hearst,’ he de- 
ciared. “I do not know the man.”

In three months 
he was advanced from the position of 
copy reader to the head of the copy 
desk, then to the position of city edi- 
tor, and finally to the office of manag- 
ing editor of the newspaper, which at 
that time wag one of the best organ- 
ized papers in the northwest.
